Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/18/2010 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendments of claims 1 and 2 and the cancellation of claim 37 in the 
paper filed on 06/18/2010 are acknowledged. Claims 1 1 , 13, 26, 36, 69, and 79 have 
been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-10, 12, 14-25, 27-35 and 89 are pending and at issue. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Objections and Rejections tiiat are Wittidrawn 

3. All prior objections and rejections not reiterated herein are hereby withdrawn. 
Applicant's arguments filed 06/18/2010 in view of the claim amendments are persuasive 
to overcome the prior art rejections.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 12, 14-25, 27-35 and 89 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: no prior art was found which teaches or fairly suggests the methods for 
multiplex primer-based amplification of a target sequence as claimed. The closest prior 
art found was Chen (the '970 patent) who teaches methods using multiplex primers but 
who does not teach or fairly suggest the multiplex primers used in the methods of the 
instant claims. 



Rejoinder of All Previously Withdrawn Claims 
6. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 2, 1 4-25, 27-35 and 89 are allowable. Claims 1 1 , 1 3, 26, 36, 69, 
and 79, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, 
require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821 .04(a), the restriction requirement between inventions I and II, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 03/17/2009, is hereby withdrawn and claims 11, 
13, 26, 36, 69, and 79 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the 
restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer
